comptroller of the currency, 


James H. Eckles. The notice to levy 
the assessment was received from the 
comptroller yesterday. 
This means 


that the stockholders must pay $94 per 
share. 
The capital stock of the bank, 


was $250,000,_ and this assessment 
should produce §235,000. Probably 
not over a half of this amount will be 
realized and the deficit will be the loss 
of the depositors and creditors. But 
a very small per cent will be realized 
from the $64,600 of stock held by the 
late George Davis, and a large amount 
of stock in addition to this is held by 
parties now insolvent, so that it is 
doubtful if tiaif the amount can be col- 
lected. The comptroller, in ordering 
an assessment presumes that all the 
stockholders are liable and estimates 
iie per cent, of the assessment with 
;hat presumption. The solvent stock- 
lolders cannot be made to pay the lia- 
bility of the insolvent and the loss falls 
upon the creditors. 
The liabilities of 


the bank are |350,000, and the assets 
are estimated at. about $115,000, hence 
;he assessment on stockholders for the 
balance, $235,000. 


Mr. Armstrong estimates that the 


assessment will produce about §135,- 
000, which^will leave about §100,000 
of a deficit.". On this estimate creditors 
will get about 70 per cent.

igures are of course not definite, as it 
is not known what portion of the share 
lolders can pay, nor is the $115,000 
estimated assets,

from

ndividual liability of the stockholders, 
certain.

never agree to answer those questions 
beforehand."—Harper's Round Table. 


There are about 2,000 Chinese voters 


in this city, and within the next five 
years 3,000 or 4,000 male Chinese, bwn 
in this city, -will have attained the age 
of 21 years, and, therefore, will be en- 
titled to vote. They acquire this priv- 
ilege under the 14th, amendment to the 
constitution of the United States. 
Yet, under the treaty between this 
country and China, th£ voter's father 
cannot be naturalized, and is^ there- 
fore, not a citizen. The population of 
the Chinese quarter is about 35,000, and 
the coming Chinese suffragists, in ad- 
dition to those who have already ar- 
rived at the voting age, will soon cut 
an important figure in the politics of 
this city and state. They ore now be- 
ing courted by the .politicians, who are 
looking forward to 1S96. 


Notwithstanding 
the prohibitory 


laws 
Chinese 
laborers 
percolate 


through British Columbia on the north 
and come up throug-h. Mexico on the 
south. The Chinese not only engage 
in all kinds of industrial labor, but axe 
leading the Calif ornians in the-manu- 
facture of many articles and are aiso 
entering the professions. They manu- 
facture shoes and sell them at 25 to 40 
per cent, cheaper .than does the Cau- 
casian manufacturer. They have nu- 
merous shops, where, mending and re- 
pairing are done at cut rates, and these 
cobblers are largely patronized by 
white people who are not averse to. sav- 
ing a few dimes. They make fine calf- 
skin shoes for three and five dollars, 
for which the white shoemaker will 
charge five and eight dollars. 
They 


manufacture and retail cigars at one 
cent, which the white man sells at "two 
for five." These are mainly purchased, 
by youths and blatant hoodlums, who 
stand upon the corners and denounce 
the "heathen." Eecently several new 
markets have been established in the 
Chinese quarter, where every kind of- 
fish and game may be had fresh. Hun- 
dreds of Chinese are continually en- 
gaged in fishing end trapping game, A 
great deal is dried and shipped to east^ 
ern markets. But it is common to see 
housewives and servants In the Chinese 
markets bargaining for vegetables and 
fish. 
A few years ago such a thing 


was not <o be thought of. Bevies of 
women are seen daily in the Chinese 
quarter buying ladies' and children's 
shoes, the manufacture of -which is a 
specialty with the 
Chinese. And 


wherever a woman can get things 
cheaply she will purchase, because she 
will then have-more money to buy otiher 
things with. 
The manufacture of 


ladies' underwear is also a specialty 
with these deft workers, and their 
.stores axe daily visited by feminine 
shoppers. 


Selling vegetables and fish is one of 


their leading industries. Market hours 
continue throughout the day, and street 
venders on foot and in wagons may be 
seen in all parts of the city crying their 
commodities in cracked voices and 
broken English. 


In addition to shoes and all kinds of 


, clothing, they manufacture brooms, 
jewelry, and preserve and can all kinds 
of fruit for shipment. They learned 
this on the fruit ranches and in can- 
neries, where they were employed at 
one dollar a day. 
Now they purchase 


the fruit, can it, and undersell their 
former employers. 


When the Caucasian manufacturers 


imported what they termed "these 
heathen," they little thought thai in a 
few years they would hare a rival, and 
one that is gradually driving them out 
of business. The Chinese went to work 
at making shoes foir $1.50 a day, sup- 
•planting white men who were receiv- 
ing three dollars a day. The manu- 
facturer who employed from 
BQ 
to 


100 men prided himself upon his stroke 
of economy. 
Now the Chinese have 


their own factories, and in order to 
compete, the white manufacturer must 
get skilled labor at one dollar a day 
or go out of business. The same may 
be said of the other branches of .indus- 
try into which the Chinese have en- 
tered. 


To the neglect of our own heathen, 


w-ho are filling the prisons and reforma- 
tory institutions, our overzealoua but 
misguided missionary societies under- 
took to Christianize this "heathen," 
who has a religious beltei much older 
than our civilization. 
Missions and 


schools were established, and the mis- 
sionaries passed through the slums of 
our city to the field of Chinatown. The 
shrewd Chinese took advantage of this 
opportunity to learn English without 
purse or scrip, and after they had grad- 
uated the missions saw them no more. 
Some of them even wore American 
clothing, or "civilized clothing," as it 
is termed, but not one of them ever 
cut off his queue—the badge of his re- 
ligion. 
About the only reel conver- 


sions were those of the white women 
teachers who married their Chinese 
pupils. 


As an evidence of their underhanded 


dealing, a Chinaman will seek work in 
a basket factory, and in a few months 
after he has learned the secrets of the 
business, where the material may beob- 
tained and who are the customers, b« 
will bring his "cousin" to his employer, 
saying: "Me quit; me go to China; my 
cousin work, all sameel" The fellow, 
instead of going to China, sets rp a 
basket-making or broom-making shop 
in the Chinese quarter, and begins to 
undersell his former employer, and also 
capture his customers. The other Chi- 
iie.se soon quits, and brings his cousin 
to take his place, continuing until 
enough of them have learned the busi- 
ness to set up a large factory. 
It is 


by this means that they acquired tibe 
knowledge of shoemakiug, etc.—San 
Francisco Cor. Pliiladelphia Times.

ness the Holy Trinity Sunday Services 


—Rev. Father Keaney'» Sermon a - 


MoRt Eloquent, Interesting; and 


ProJltaT)l« Discourse—'A Very 


' Fine Program and Sermon, 


On Holy Trinity Sunday evening, 


the last day of-May, the church of the 
Holy Redeemer presented, a most beau- 
tiful and impressive ceremony—the 
coronation of the statue of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, typical of her crowning 
in heaven. The little church -was taxed 
to its utmost capacity "to accommodate 
the many Avho flocked thither to wit- 
ness the grand exercises. Many were 
heard to remark, "How grand! How 
beautiful! What a sublime truth set 
forth in a spectacular way!" 


. Parents, brothers and sisters, as well 


as friends, could barely stem the start- 
ing tear of real joy as they beheld the 
May queen gracefully approach and 
place the floral crown upon the brow 
of the Virgin Mother of Christ. Words 
can barely do justice to the beauty and 
grandeur of the scene. The two side 
altars, lacleu with roses and lighted 
tapers, were fair companion pieces to 
the main altar, which was hidden from 
view by many palms, plants 
and 


flowers, with which it was banked to 
the top, forming a beautiful back- 
ground. 
Around the base of the bank 


of green, terrace-like were arranged 
ferns, plants and roses, in the midst of 
which the Virgin's shrine was em- 
bowered 
From top to base of %the 


floral decorations, burning taptrs were 
so arranged as to form a starry halo of 
light, which threw a beautiful charm 
over the scene. When the beautiful 
white statue of the Holy Virgin was 
set in place. & most heavenly vision 
greeted the Christian eye. It appeared 
as if the Queen of Heaven, all radaint 
with smiles and beauty of grace, hav- 
ing left her high throne and descended 
to earth for a brief tarry among her 
subjects, had chosen'this lovely bower 
to linger among its palms and lillies 
and roses and perfume and halo of soft 
light, to greet her loving servants, to 
receive their crown of flowers, and in 
return impart to all her powerful bene- 
diction.

' were 


Rev. Father 
Andrew 
Kiuney, of 


Cincinnati, 
Ohio; 
Eev. M. M. 


Meara, of Circleville; Rev. T. Goebel, 
of Wheelersburg, O., and Rev. ^Father 
Nonuen.. 
At 7:30, all who took part 


in the ceremony marched from 
the 


school to the church. 
First came over 


one hundred boys and girls prettily 
dressed in white and carrying flowers. 
Nest followed one hundred and thirty 
young ladies, beautifully gowned in 
white, looking like fair brides, and 
carrying bocjuets. Then came the Queen 
of May, a sweet and bright inaid, Miss 
Margaret ^Stanton, robed like a fairy 
queen in white silk and crowned with 
roses, attended by t\yo beautiful maids, 
Austin Doyle and Lorretto Ruidity. 
Miss Bessie Doyle, beautifully garbed 
in white, earned the white silken pil- 
low upon which lay the floral crown. 
She was attended by two pretty maids. 
Lastly followed the 
representative 


members of the parish societies and the 
parents of the church. The procession 
filed into the church and was seated 
while a beautiful march was rendered 
by Miss Belle Nourot, .the organist. 


The church program was as follows: 


Forty-seven young ladies, candidates 
for the Sodality, beautifully robed and 
wearing veils and bearing flowers, ad- 
vanced to the chancel rail and pro- 
nounced solemnly the words of conse- 
cration after the pastor, Father Mc- 
Guirk. Then Rev. Father Meara, who 
assisted the pastor, presented each 
Sodalist with a white badge. 
After 


the reception four young ladies, repre- 
sentatievs of the Sodality, advanced be- 
fore the shrine, when Miss Kate Ford 
read an.address and Miss Martha Mc- 


nirk sang very beautifully and tonch- 


ingly a hymn to the Blessed Virgin. 
Misses Reed and Mary O'Connor pre- 
sented flowers. Messrs. John Monta- 
vou and Stark, - representatives of the 
Knights of St. John, in full uniform, 
advanced and read the act of consecra- 
tion and presented flowers. The An- 
cient Order of Hibernians were repre- 
sented by Messrs. John Cody, Edward 
Kendrick, Sr., and John Doyle. They per- 
formed the same duty. Mrs. John Mon- 
tovon and Mrs.Gloason, representatives 
of the Altar audRosarySociety.advanced 
to the altar, read the act of consecra- 
tion, and made an offering of flowers. 
Mrs. Dodge, Mrs. McAleer, Mrs. John 
McMahon, Mrs. Ruidity, Mrs. Tim- 
mouds and Mrs. Servy, representatives 
of the mothers, read the address and 
offered flowers. Master Joseph Barry 
approached and read a beautiful ad- 
dress in the name of the children, 
while Master Frank Kelly made the 
floral offering. 
Then began the cere- 


mony of coronation. 
All the child- 


ren, 
as they, filed past the Virgin's 


shrine, sang sweetly, 
"We Grown 


Thea With Roses Today," and offered 
flowers. Then the Queen of May, hav- 
ing descended from the throne, and as- 
sisted by her pretty maids, approached, 
ascended the steps and placed most 
gracefully and tonchingly the beauti- 
ful crown of pure white flowers; upon 
the brow of the Virgin Mother of 
Christ. 
After the 
ceremony Rev. 


Father Andrew Kenny advanced to the 
railing, '-and in an eloquent and touch- 
ing manner, preached the following 
beautiful sermon: 


My Dear Friends:—In the words of 


one of the greatest theologians of the 
hurch, who being called upon to define 
the dogma of the Immaculate Concept- 
ion, as he passed by the statue of the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, saluting it he 
said: "Render me worthy, O, Virgin 
Immaculate, to announce thy praise." 
And when the time came for his de- 
fense, he carried all 
before him. 


Would that we could praise Our Lady 
as she deserves. Would that we could 
show our love and veneration in a more 
fitting manner. But if even the beau- 
tiful ceremony which -*we have wit- 
nessed this evening could be enhanced a 
thousand fold it would not be sufficient 
to express the love and veneration we 
should have for that greatest of all 
women, Marr Immaculate. For who 
is Mary immaculate? 
Who is she 


whom we honor tonight? She is earth's 
fairest blossom amidst 
the flowers 


which grow here below ; she is the lily 
amongst the thorns. She is the only 
one who ever came into this world 
since the fall of our first parents unsul- 
lied, imdefiled by even the slightest 
taint of sin, for Mary, through the 
grace of God, was preserved free from 
the stain of original sin. She is "Our

nature's solitary boast"—Mary Imma- 
culate! 
We are gathered here tonight 


to show her onr , love, our veneration 
and our-willingness to serve her as our 
queen, our advocate and our mother. 
Whence is this? Why should we" give 
her honor? Oh, my friends, we should 
love and honor her for every reason, 
because God honored her. For God the 
Father chose her to be his daughter 
God the Son chose her to be his mother, 
and the Holy Spirit chose her to be his 
chaste spouse. -•• Of her Jesus was born 
—Jesus, the Son of God, the 
second 


person of the blessed trinity, true God 
and true man; he was born of Mary 
the virgin. God Almighty bestowed 
upon her the highest gift in his power; 
though,God is infinite, though there is 
nothing that he cannot do, yet in the 
order of nature he has to put a limit to 
His power. God, though he could 
create innumerable worlds, greater and 
grander than this, yet he could not 
create another for His mother; for he 
chose for His mother one whom he had 
(foreseen, one whom he had sanctified, 
even in the first moment of her im- 
maculate 
conception. 
God lavished 


His graces upon her to fit her to be a 
fit habitation for the Most High. He 
adorned her with graces which are not 
granted to others of the human race. 
Hence, we honor her since God hon- 
ored her in the highest manner possible 
by choosing her to become His mother. 
He, the great God, left His seat at the 
right hand of His Father, left the rapt 
gaze of. the cherubim and seraphim, 
and came down and took one of our na- 
ture to be His mother, thus- elevating 
her, and through her, the whole hu- 
man race. 


Then should we not honor her? 


Should we not show her our love and 
veneration? O, yes, we do love and 
honor her, and we crown her as our 
queen. We are her subjects; she is 
our queen. She watches over us with 
the love and solicitude of a mother. 
She is our advocate, and she pleads in 
our behalf with her Divine Son, and 
obtains for us blessings,1 when perhaps 
otherwise we would be cast away. 
He 


cannot refuse her petition, and when 
she pleads for us with Him, he will 
say: "My mother, I can refuse you 
nothing; as I chose you for my mother 
on earth, so now I can refuse you noth- 
ing." 


My friends, the crowning of the 


statue of our Blessed Lady- gives but 
a faint idea of the grand ceremony that 
was seen in heaven, when on her as- 
sumption she was crowned queen of 
heaven and earth. Though she was laid 
away in the tomb, her body did not see 
corruption. Hence it was that God per- 
mitted the soul that had separated from 
the body to return again to that body 
so pure, so immaculate, so holy—that 
body that had been sanctified by the 
presence of the great God, and he again 
united that soul and body, and the 
angels bore her 
upwards 
toward 


heaven, leaving nothing in the grave 
but the roses and the lilies and the 
sweet odor which greeted the apostles 
at the tomb. The body of Mary was 
not there, for she had been assumed in- 
to heaven, there to take her place at 
the right hand of her Son and to be our 
queen and the intercessor before His 
throne for us poor sinners in this world. 
She does not forget us, but pleachs for 
us with hgr Divine Son every hour. It 
was only becoming that God should 
crown her, and that we should recog- 
nize her as our queen. 


In the words of St. John, in his 


apocalypse, he says: " I saw a great 
wonder in heaven; a woman clothed 
with the sun, and the moon under her 
feet, and on her head a crown of twelve 
stars." His eyes almost dazzled by the 
bright light of the sun, as he saw her. 
Who was this but Mary, who was 
crowned the queen of heaven and earth. 
It is the custom to crown those who 
have done well in this world. He who 
has won great victories in battle is 
crowned; the poet is crowned; kings 
are crowned; we decorate those who 
are deserving of reward with the 
crown to show our regard and respect 
and veneration for heroic deeds, and 
why should we not glory in crowning 
Our Lady? Is she not our advocate in 
heaven? If the heroes of earth are 
crowned for-their valor in war, if our 
geniuses and poets are crowned, should 
Mary not be crowned, for did she not 
overcome the serpent? She has done 
well.
